ASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—{Exclu- 
We Dispatch.) Cube is credited 

with an intention to denounce the 
Platt amendment as null and void, and 
to reject it as part of its Constitution. 
The report is that, acting on the ad- 
vice of prominent international law- 
yers, President Paima intends to appeal 
to the Court of Arbitration at The 
Hague, with the hope of Securing from 
that tribunal a decision that the United 
States had no right to impose upon 
Cuba the conditions contained tn the 
Platt amendment, which limit her ac- 
tions as a free and indepenient na- 
tion. 

When recognized as independent by 
the powers of Europe and the leading 
Latin-American republics, Cuba expects 
the tacit approval, if net the active 
support, of France, Great. Britain. 
Spain, Germany and Mexico in this 
move. In fact, European influence is 
alleged to have been exerted to induce 
Cuba to take steps to invalidate the 
Platt amendment. 

That the new insular government has 
found the terms of that amendment 
irksome has been known for some time. 
The question as to the amount of 
bonded indebtedness Cuba could assume 
brought this matter to the front. Sec- 
retary Root has just learned of a 
specific instance in which the Cuban 
courts get aside the title to a valuable 
franchige granted by the United €tates 
military government under Gen. Wood. 
This is tn direct conflict with one of 
the most important clauses of the Platt 
amendment, which provides that all 
acts of the United States in Cuba shal! 
be validated by the independent gov- 
ernment of the island.

The purchases on account of the 
government of India fell off heavily 
from the preceding year.

INDICTMENT OF UNION. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SCRANTON (Pa.) Nov, 12.-The 
ewer to the independent operators of 
the Lackawanna and Wyoming regions 
to the statement of President Mitchell 
of the Mine Workers’ Union was made 
public today. 

In reeponse to the demand for an in- 
crease in wages they say that the 
present wages are such e@stocable the 
diligent and skillful miner to carn more 
per hour than. any class of labor, 
skilled or unskilled, In the towns in 
which their mines are located, and 
amply sufficient to allow him net only 
to maintgin ah American standard of 
living and educate his children, but to 
liny aside something for ‘his old age. 
That seme miners’ Wages are small, 
it is Stated, is because they choose to 
exercise their option to werk only a 
few hours a day. 

In answering the contention that min. 
ing is extremely dangerous and un- 
healthy and tends to shorten life, the 
operators set forth a petition recently 
circulated in the interest of a candidate 
for mine inspector, which contained 
the names of ninety-five employés of 
one mine, sixty-six of whom had 
worked in the mine for twenty years 
or more, twenty for forty years or 
more, and five for fifty years or more. 

The demand for the weighing of coal 
and payment by the legal ton of 2240 
pounds, instead of by the fictitious ton 
of 2750 or three t sand pounds, is 
characterized as @ thinly disguised ef- 
fort to secure a forty per cent. increase 
in wages. 

The answer asserts that 2750 pounds 
of coal as it comes from the mine is 


barely sufficient to produce a 2240- 
pound ton of prepared coal. 
Regarding the declaration of the 


miners that labor unions improve the 
morals and discipline of their members, 
the comment is made:'*This may be true 
when applied to some organizations, 
but when applied to the miners’ tnion 
we enter & most emphatic denial, and 
propose to introduce evidence showing 
that prior to the advent of the United 
Mine Workers of America it was con- 
sidered bad form to kill or maim a citi- 
zen who attempted to exercise his con- 
stitutional rights to sell his labor, and’ 
that the vast nuinber of brutal murders 
and beatings during the past five 
months show that the teachings of the 
United Mine Workers have brought 
about such moral obliquity that its 
members belive themselves justified in 
these acts; also that the officers of the 
union justified this course by furnish- 
ing bail and counsel for those who have 
been guilty of these atrocious acts. 

“We believe we will be able to prove 
such tremendous losses of life and 
money as the direct results of the 
methods of this particular union as 
to convince your honorable commission 
that it is inexpedient to do any act 
which may contribute to its continued 
existence.”

RINCE CUPID DEFEATS 
DELEGATE WILCOX. 


REPUBLICANS WIN A SWEEPING 
VICTORY IN HAWAII, 


Most Prominent Issue in the Cam- 
paign Was Proposal of Wilcox to 
Place the Leper Settlement on Molokai 
Under Federal Control.

HONOLULU (T. H.) Nov. 5.—1A. P. 
Correspondence, Wired frem San 
Francisco, Noy. 12.) The elections yes- 
terday resulted in a wictory for the Re- 
publican ticket. Prince Jonah Kuhio 
Kalanianaole, the Republican nominee, 
is elected as a Delegate to Congress, 
and the Legislature will be Republican 
in both houses, in spite of five Home 
Rule Senators holding over from the 
last Legislature, to three Republicang. 

The result of the election, it is 
theught- by Republicans, will be 
end of the Home Rule party, and a 
division of the voters along the lines 
of Republicanism and Democracy, as on 
the mainland. It is also regarded as 
disposing largely of the race issue, and 
the issue of reyalism in Hawaiian pol- 
itics, for the campaign of the defeated 
candidate, Delegate to Congress R. W. 
Wilcox, was lirgely based on his rec- 
ord as a Royalist and on_race feeling. 

The most prominent igaug in the cam- 
paign was the proposal of Delegate 
Wii.ox to place the leper settlement on 
the Island of Molokuwi under Federal 
control, This was embodied in a bill 
adopted by the last session of Con- 
gress. It is highly unpopular in Ha- 
wail, and was made the more so by a 
remark of United States Senator Bur- 
ton of Kaneas,,a member of the com- 
mission who recently visited Hawali, 
to the effect that if the American gov- 
ernment took hold of the settlement it 
would s@parate the sexes, aml enforce 
more rigid rules than the local govern- 
ment has adopted, in the matter of 
quarantine. Under the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment the lepers are allowed to have 
their own homes and live together as 
man and wife. The threat of more 
severe rule over them is thought to 
have had a good deal to do with the 
vote aguinst Wilcox.

GERMANY. 


MAMMON NOT 


Noble Ideals Sway the 
American People. 


Influence of Germany 
on United States. 


Notable Address by Dr. White 
at Banquet Given in 
His Honor. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—[By Atlantic’ Ca- 

ble.] The dinner given to former Am- 
bassador White last night was given 
in the same hall that was used twenty 
years ago upon the occasion of a sim- 
ilar dinner to Mr. White. 
Count Von Posadowseky-Wehner, in 
proposing the healths of Emperor Wil- 
liam and President Roosevelt, spoke 
of the Emperor's great admiration of 
the magnificent development of the 
United States, and he commended the 
Vigor with which President Roosevelt 
had conducted the affairs of the na- 
tion. 

While Mr. White spoke Prof. Momm- 
sen left his seat and stood at Mr. 
White's side, listening to every word 
he sald, and nodding his head in ap- 
proval. Prof. Mommsen, who is con- 
sidered the most eminent living Ger- 
man, presented an extraordinary fig- 
ure with his long white hair falling 
over an old-fashioned broad linen col- 
lar and his bosom covered with deco- 
rations from all countries. 

Mr. White said that during the life- 
and-death struggle of the American 
Unton, Germany was the one nation 
which throughout all classes of society 
took the side of the Union, while ev- 
erywhere else in Europe hostile feel- 
ings were expressed and malignant 
prophecies were made. Germany. un- 
derstood the deep meanings of the con- 
test. and guve its aid through sym-\ 
pathy with the Union. ‘“Pherefore,” 
seii Mr. White, “when some of my 
fellow-citizens endeavored to reproach 
Germany with anti-American feel.ng in 
the more recent military struggle in 
which my country was engaged with 
another power, I reminded them that 
this ag recent estrangement was in- 
finite’) outweighed by ‘the struggle for 
our very existence, when one nation, 
Germany, stood by us through evil 
and good report.” 

Mr. White. during the remainder of 
his speech interpreted America to the 
Germans, and sought to give them 
views of the United States which are 
seldom expressed here. He said that 
while the United States on a super- 
ficial view appeared to be the most 
materialistic of nations, the people ef 
America were among those most pow- 
erfully swayed by beliefs and iieals 
of sentiment, In no country could 
the action of these two forces, appar- 
ently so antagonistic, making on the 
one side for the practfeal and on the 
other for the ideal, be seen more vig- 
vrousiy acting and reacting upen each 
other. He traced the influence of ideala 
in political struggles in the United 
States and said he knew no other coun- 
try where money was leas worshiped 
as monev. Mr. white alluded to. the 
gifts made in year to colleges, 
libraries, universities, which he said 
a’mounted to $70,000,000.

Referring again to the industrious- 
ness of Germany, Mr. White said i 
was a curious fact that while down 
to the middle of the last century the 
i@vas controlling American institutions 
of learning had been derived almost 
entirely from Great Britain, during the 
latter half of the past century the 
ideas and methods which permeated 
and gaye substance to American in- 
struction in every field, whether litera- 
ture, science, theology, medicine or 
mechanical processes, in the entire 
range of higher instruction, have come, 
and are still coming from Germany. 

It is a significant fact that, in spite 
of the wonderful attractions of English 
university life, hardly more than a 
handful of American students are ever 
found at Oxford or Cambridge while 
in German universities and = special 
schools American studente are found 
by hundreds and even by thousands. I 
need hardly point out the effect of this 
condition,” said Mr White, “in 
strengthening the relations between 
the two countries.” 

Mr. White made sympathetic refer- 
ence to Emperor William and Prince 
his brother. In conclusion he 
said: 

“I offer you as a toast with my re- 
newed thanks and farewell, this heart- 
felt wish: That the good will between 
Giermany and the United States may 
ever continue, and may it ever in- 
crease.”

American Crew Lost One Killed and 
Three Wounded—Accurate Work of 
Gunners Scatters Death Among Revo- 
lutionary Force and Destroys One 
Vessel.

PANAMA, Nov. 12.-4By »deuth 
American Cable.] The first American 
cusualties as a result of the revolution 
occurred yesterday. The Colombian 
fleet captured a boat having on board 
correspondence showing the where- 
abouts of two revolutionary schooners 
loaded with provisions. The govern- 
ment warships headed for the place, 
avd on arriving there the Dogota, 
manned by wn American crew. come 
manded by Capt. Marmaduke, low- 
ered two boats with armed men, but 
as the schooners were aground they 
waited until high tide to attack then. 

In the meanwhile the revolutionis 
were discovered in ambush close to the 
beach, and when the Bogota’s boats 
pulled ahead the second time the reb- 
els opened fire on them, killing the 
ship's armorer. Richard Kane, of 
Washington, and wounding George 
Walker, who wes shot threugh the 
logs. A seaman named ClaPke, and 
Lieut. Vasquez, were also wounded, 
byt not seriously. 

The Bogota and Chiquita then opened 
fire on the enemy, and killed every 
man in sight. One shot fired at a group 
of ten rebels, who were most actively 
engaged in shooting at the boats’ crews, 
killed every one of them. 

Gunner Cross of the Bogota thinks 
that from forty to fifty rebeis were

The reason for lodg- 
ing a portion of them in the treasury 
fe to @uard againet los« through bad 
investment, fraudulent management or 
robbery. These banking risks exist 
aiways and everywhere. Yet aseets 
currency prevails tn all civilized coun- 
trier except the United States and 
thet part of Great Britain called Eng- 
land. it exists in Scotland and ‘Ire- 
land, as well as on the continent of 
‘Europe. Bank notes secured by agsets 
not. under the control of the issuing 
bank are the very rare exception to a 
genera! rule.” 

White devoted much of his addrees« 
to a diecussion of the Fowler bill, em- 
Bedying the principle of assets cur- 
rency which was before Congress last 
Winter. 

“Assets currency,” said White, “ought 
to be better than government notes, be- 
Cause the assets of the bank consist 
of the circulating properties of the 
fountry.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 12.—At_ the 
afternoon session, F. J. Sullivan of 
Cleveland offered the following, which 
was adopted without objection:

PMERGENCY CURRENCY. 

Congressman C. A. Pugsley of New 
York delivered an address on an emer- 
geney currency.

* “I do not believe the American peo- 
ple are yet ready for an asset ecur- 
rency, pure and simple, or for such a 
adical departure in our currency sys- 
tein as is provided for in the Fowler 
bill. I believe, however, th@t an 
emergency currency engrafted upon 
our pre®ent system might prove bene- 
ficial, and would also test the working 
of an asset currency, to which we may |! 
have to come when the guvernment 
bonds are no longer available as - 
curity. Such an emergency 
tion, I believe, might be had if the pres- 
ent law should be amended so as to 
permit all national banks holding gov- 
ernment bonds as security for circula-

The chain 
had been given by Perry's sweetheart 
to her sister. 

The officers next secured letters 
written by Perry to his sweetheart 
and one to her sister, and in the lat- 
ter miseive there is reference to a 
chain, and the injunction not to say a 
word about It. When Mise MePhee 
was in the hospital, during a lucid mo- 
ment, ce asked: “Where is ny 
chain?” 

At the time there was an abrasion 
on Her neck, caused by the forcible 
tightening of a chain worn there. 
After her death search was made for 
the chain, but as it was not pawnea 
in thie vicinity. no clew to the mur- 


derer was secured in this-way. ‘The 
police refuse to give the names of the 
girls. 


All of Perry's clothes were taken from 
him today, because an officer thought 
he detected a bloody spot on a shirt 
sleeve.

BOYS WON'T STARVE. 
Woozy Tale of Suffering on San 
Nicolas Island Proves to Be Entirely 
Without Foundation. 


Full of invigorating sea air and an 
eighteen-carat grievance, Capt. Manha 
of San Pedro came te Los Angeles to 
seek legal redress from the W. J. Mc- 
Gimpey Fish Company, which the cap- 
tain claims is in arrears for rental of 
his boat. Capt. Manha and his yacht 
have been conveying fish from San 
Nicolas Island to the mainiand for the 
fishing company, but there was some 
difference as to compensation and the 
doughty sailor refused to make his reg- 
ular trip on the 10th inst. 

Capt. Manha was in depressed mood 
generally, and in conversation with his 
attorney expressed pessimistic views 
concerning the ultimate fate of three 
fiehermen who are maintained by the 
fishing company on the island. Heed- 
less of the fact that San Pedro Har- 
bor is aswarm with boats of all de- 
scriptions, the captain could not see 
how the fishers were to subsist if he 
did not make his regular trips, and this 
he was determined he would not do. 
The captain could see nothing but 
lingering death ahead of the fisherman, 
and his attorney had visions of men 
with staring eyer, congested faces, and 
blackened tongues protruding waving 
flags at passing sea gulls and trying to 
= flowers out of the air in their de- 
irlum. The attorney shuddered and 
confided the dismal prospect to the re- 
porter of an evening paper. This latter 
individual swallowed his heart twice 
as it started to come up and forebore 
to faint long enough to commit his 
impressions to paper.

WIRELESS NEW HERE. 


Promoter of New-cra Telegraphy in 
from Denver Full of Plans for Exten- 
sion of System. | 


Gen. A. Le New arrived yesterday 
morning from Denver, where -he has 
been in conference with the men who 
compose the majority of the director- 
ate of the company organized for the 
purpose of establishing a general chain 
of wireless telegraph stations along the 
Pacific Coast. 

Following closely upon the announced 
intention of the Commercial Cable 
Company! to establish a Hawaaian- 
Manila cable, the several wireless cor- 
porations entered the ileld, stating that 
the teredo-plagued gutta percha was a 
thing of the past. Gen. New's com- 
pany was first to affiarm its ability to 
operate between this coast and Hono- 
lulu, but an effort was made to secure

government backing, and it was an ef- 
fort in which all took a part. The 
ability to anemit signals for long 
distances without metallic’ circuit, 


however, has not been demonstrated as 
a practicability, and the Marconi pro- 
moters dre the first to announce an iIn- 
tention of establishing stations between 
the points named forthwith.

More Than Fifty Years an Active 
Minister and Universally Beloved—A 
Man of Good Sense and High Chris- 


tian Character. 

Rev. Dr. William Stevenson, the old- 
est active. minister of the gospel in 
Callfornia, died in this city on Monday 
night. 

Dr. Stevensen has for many years 


been in the active ministry of the Meth. 
odist church in this. State; and at the 
recent annual conference held at Po- 
mona, he rounded out fifty-two years 
of service, and was retired to the super- 
annuated bist because of loss of sight, 

He was over SO years of age, but Was 
apparently as vigorous as any of his 
brethren at 60. In fact, he said at the 
time of hie retirement that his vigor 
seemed to be unimpaired, and he could 
work as hard as at uwny previous time 
im his life and with apparently less fa- 
uigue. 

He was greatly revered by the entire 
membership of the church throughout 
the State, for his profound wisdom, his 
kindly disposition, and his strong Chris- 
tian character. When his retirement 
was under consideration at the Pomona 
conference it Was the most affecting 
scene of the session, and strong men 
wept as the “father of the conference” 
spoke his final words to his Drethren. 

During his life he was stationed over 
many churches In Southern California, 
and they all insisted upon keeping him 
to the limit. His last five years were 
spent as pastor of the church at Whit- 
tier, but when he retired he removed 
to this city. 

Owing to his peculiar vigor, his death, 


notwithstanding his great age. will 
come as a surprise to many of his 
friends. The immediate cause of his 


death was pneumonia, 

Dr. Stevenson was said to be the old- 
est Methodist minister, in point of ac- 
tive service, in the United States. He 
was an tintimate personal friend of 
Abraham LAncoin, and his  reminis- 
eences of the martyred statesman and 
President were a delight to his listen- 
ers. He was not a loquacious old man 
but with the good judgment of one 
much younger, he had e knack of 
suying the right thing at the right Ume 
and knew when to stop.

Scotch Preacher Gave 
Baptists Ginger. 
Fighting _Religionists 
Got a Scoring. 


Rev. Alexander Grant of Santa 
Barbara Did li—Yester- 
day’s Conventien. 


A sturdy little Scotchman warmed 
up the East Los Angeles Baptist con- 
vention yesterday afternoon, and soon 
had the applause going vigorously at 
the close of each sentence. 


The speaker was Kev. Alexander 
Grant of Santa RParbara, who was 
scheduled to preach to the Baptist 


State Convention of Southern Califor- 
nia upon the subject. “Some Things 
Necessary to the Larger Success of the 
Baptist Cause in Southern California.” 

“Il was epeaking to a certain brother 
on this subject,” said Mr. Grant, “and 
he said to me: ‘Brother Grant, you need 
a few decent funerals.’ 

“Now, while I am not responsible for 
the remark, I would recommend to you 
& sentence from an old English prayer- 
book: ‘Read, mark and inwardly di- 
gest’ that same statement. [(Laughter.] 

“I think tikely I was put up here by 
the committee for some things I would 
not say, but I'm going to say them all 
the same. [Laughter.] 

“Among .the things not necessary to 
our success is one thing I wish to 
mention. It is not peculiar to the 
church of California, but it has been a 
characteristic of Baptists—that is, 
there has been a good deal of fighting 
among the Baptists; and we don't need 
any more fighting Baptists in South- 
ern California. [Sensation.] 

“In the second place, weido not need 
any more fads and hobbies. Southern 
California has lest many things she 
should have had but for this silly fad 
of riding hobbies. [Applause.] 

“I dont care what it is; if you take 
certain things out of the Bible, and 
preach about them all the time, out of 
their proper place, without due atten- 
tion to other things, people get tired of 
hearing you, and you'll tire them to 
death with it. [Applause.] 

“A while ago we had the fad of the 
‘second resurrection’ and the ‘second 
coming.’ 
about, and I don't know 
else knew. [Laughter.] 

“Then we had the ‘second blessing.’ 
I met a brother and he said to me 

“ "Brother Grant, how are you’ Have 
you, er—ah, 
second blessing?’ 

“"What's the matter with you? iI 
said. ‘Second blessing’? I've had ten 
thousand times ten thousand blessings. 
Have you been preaching all these 
years and only got the second one” ” 
{Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Grant then recalled how he had 
resented the action of a former con- 
vention, be'ause it had upset the work 
of the Nominating Committee, of which 
he was chairman, and had chosen a 
president for itself. 

“Oh,” said the speaker, “my Christian 
spirit was not beautiful that day. ‘Why, 
why did you do it?’ I asked. 

“Oh, if you'd have neard the sec- 
ond coming we had to stand, you 
wouldn't ask.’ [Great applause.] 

“We do not need any more holiness 
—of the kind to be advertised. [Great 
laughter and applause.) 

‘Those who ure leaving the church 
because we have not enough of these 
things, best go—we are better off with- 
out them.” 

This was the signal for a fresh out- 
burst, more uproarious than anything 
that had preceded ii. 

Rev. A. L. ‘Wadsworth of Mon- 
rovia, who was acting as president of 
the assembly, stepped quickly to the 
side of the speaker, with flushed face, 
and said: 

“That's out of order.” 

“T «don't mind,” said 
with a twinkle In his eye. 

“That's out of order; that’s out of or- 
der in a Baptist convention,: repeated 
the president. 

“I don’t mind #t—I don't mind it,” 
chirped the keen Scot.

“I am not saying any more than I 
ought to say, when I say the churches 
of Southern California are perfectly 
able, perfectly able—to heal a broken 
lee? No, but to teach the way of 
salvation. 

“Then you'd not have to speak as 
you have spoken this time, but you'd 
speak of a more rapid progress, and

The Republican voters of the State 
dil mot deliberately repudiate the can- 
didacy of Judge Shaw. Many of them 
“perhaps as large a proportion as 30 
per cent.—simply overlooked him when 
they were stamping their X's after 
the names of their favorite candidates. 

Jwige D. K. Trask, the local Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Supreme 
bench, met a similar fate. The only 
difference is that if Trask had received 
all the votes that he might reasonably 
have expected he would have fallen 
far short of having enough to elect 
him, while if Shaw had received al! 
the votes that were justly considered 
his due, he would have been elected by 
an overwhelming majority. 

Both Shaw and Trask are men who, 
when pitted against each other for 
office would under ordinary circum- 
stances pol the full strength of their 
respective parties. There was no ap- 
parent disaffection with either among 
their partisans at the recent election. 
It was generally expected that each 
would run well up with or ahead of 
ite respective party § ticket, at least 
at this end of the State, where both 
are well and favorably known to a ma- 
jority of the voters of both parties. 
But the returns show, that they re- 
ceived less than the average party vote 
in practically every county in the State. 
With the exception of a few counties 
where their personal influence cut some 
figure, they ran from 20 to 30 perecent.

PURELY ACCIDENTAL. 

The same accident that haa /fiisdibly 
encompassed Judge Shaw's defeat has 
by the same token elewated FE. C. 
Farnsworth (Demh.) to the bench of 
the Supreme Court of the State. Mr. 
Farnsworth has generally been consid- 
ered the least promising timber of all 
the candidates for membership of the 
Supreme Court at the last election. As 
a jurist he is said to be the equal of 
neither Shaw nor Trask, nor has it been 
understood that he enjoys the same de- 
gree of personal popularity throughout 
the State. Yet the returns, so far as 
completed, indicate that Farnsworth 
far outran his Democratic colleague in 
most of the counties in the State, and 
Judge Shaw thinks it possible that the 
full official returns will show § that 
Farnsworth outran him, too, in the ag- 
gregate, thus gaining a place in the 
Supreme Court, along with Judge An- 
gelotti, the senior Republican nominee 
who had everything his own way. 

BLUNDERING BALLOTS. 

This anomalous state of affairs can 
be ascribed to but one thing, and 
that is the blundering way in which 
the ballot was made up, and the ig- 
norance or carelessness of the voters. 
Following ts a fac-simile of a sectjon 
of the official ballot, showing at! a 
glance just how Shaw and Trask were

SUPERIOR JUDGES, TOO. 

In counties where more than one 
Superior Judge wus elected, the ar- 
rangement of the names on the ballot 
had the same relative effect on the re- 
suit of the election us in the case of 
the candidates for the Supreme Court. 
In several Republican counties it ré- 
sulted in the election of Democratic 
judges and the defeat of Republican 
cundidates who would ordinarily have 
been elected. Invariably the candidate 
whose name appeared first on the ticket 
for any office to which two or more 
were to be elected, received the high- 
est number of votes. In Los Angeles 
county, for instance, where four Su- 
perior judges were to be voted for, 
Judge Allien, whose name headed the 
list of Republican nomisoes, ran far 
ahead of his collen: while Milton 
K. Young, who headed the Temocratic 
Judicial county OUeket, ot many more 
Votes than anv of his Democratic run- 
ning motes Allen ang Young are both 
strong men in their respective parties 
and outside of them, but it cannot be 
justly said that it was their immense 
popularity that brought them so many 
more votes than were cast for their col- 
leagues. It is to the lucky position 
which they occupied on the fearfully 
and wonderfully-made official ballot, 
that they owe a large measure of their 
surplus vote. 

UNOFFICIAL FIGURES. 

Unofficial returns from al] the coun- 
ties in the State, except Alpine, Del 
Norte, Lake and Trinity, made it ap- 
pear that Angelotti received, for As- 
suciate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
114,680 votes; Shaw, 82,184; Farnsworth, 
73,340, and Trask, 63,928. These figures 
give Angelotti a majority of 41,340 and 
Shaw, S844 over Farnsworth, the lead- 


es: 


ing Democratic candidate, thu’ indi- 
cating the election of both of the Re- 
publican candidates. These figures 
also show that Shaw's vote is only 
about 71.7 per cent. of thatof Angelotti. 
If he can maintain that ratio in the 
official count his election is practically 
assured. 

What alarms Judge Shaw, however, 
is the fagt that in the counties in which 
the offidal canvass has been completed, 
he has lost ground in nearly every in- 
stance. Practically complete official 
returns from eleven counties—Alpine, 
Fresno, Kern, Madera, Orange, Placer, 
Riverside, San Bernardins, San 
Obispo, Santa Barbara and Ventura-- 
and all but about eight precincts of 
Los Angeles county, show «a net lors 
of 2240 in Shaw's totals for those coun- 
ties. as compared with the vote of 
Farneworth. Of this failing off is main- 
tained at the same rate in the official 
returns of the remaining forty-five 
counties, Shaw's majority of 8544, as in- 
dicated by the unofficial returns, will 
seon be wiped out. 

THERE YET IS HOPE. 

The officia] canvass of the votes 1s 
proceeding very slowly. In the larger 
counties it will not be finished before 
the end of the present week, and it will 
probably be some tims rext week be- 
fore ll the various boards of Super- 
visors will have sent the final count to 
the Secretary of State for tabulation, 

In the meantime, the friends of Judge 
Shaw continue to hope, and refuse to 
take so gloomy a view as he does of 
the situation. To the Republicans of 
los Angeles Hon. Lucien Shaw wil] re- 
main Associate Justice-elect of the Su- 
preme Court of California until the last

It will be noticed that the names of 
Angelotti and Farnsworth appear in 
wide spaces under the caption “For 
Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court,” while the names of Shaw and 
Trask are below in narrow spaces, 
without any heading to show what of- 
fice they are running for. Of course, 
the intelligent voter was supposed to 
know that two associate justices were 
to be voted for and that Shaw and 
Trask were running mates, respec- 
tively, of Angelotti and Farnsworth. 
But it is plain that many voters voted 
for only one candidate for Associate 
Justice, that one being he whose name 
appeared firet on the ticket—Ange- 
lotti. if the voter was a Republican, or 
Farnsworth if a Democrat was doing 
the voting. Thus Angelotti practically 
received the full Republican vote and 
Farnsworth the full vote of the Demo- 
cratic party (for very little intentional 
“scratching” of judicial nominees was 
indulged in) while Shaw and Trask 
were overlooked or passed by a large 
per cent. of their partisans who had 
not a thing against them. 

FAULTY PUNCTUATION.

Word 
of the tragedy reached the Sheriff's 
Office this morning and the Coroner 
and several officers went to Grape- 
land. 

Shortiy before noon “Old John” was 
brought to the Sheriff's office by bE. T. 
Meyers, a neighbor. This morning he 
went to Meyers and told him that he 
had killed a man. Meyers told him h» 
had better give himself up to the au- 
thorities, and the old man accompanied 
him here. The story he told the Sheriff 
is that yesterday afternoon Perdew and 
Pred Haller called at the winery ond 
stayed haif an hour. “Old John’ denics 
that any of them had been drinking or 
that they had any trouble. Between 
& and 9 he was aroused by the barking 
of his dog, “Old John” says and he 
got his shotgun and went out prepared 
to deal with the robbers if he should 
find any. When he reached the cellar 
Goor he heard conversation and saw a 
light within. He inquired “who's 
there.” At the same time he saw two 
men, one of Whom jumped toward him, 
and at that instant he fired straight at 
bis breast. The man fell flat and his 
Companion made a rush at him and 
caught him by the shoulder. He said
